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ORDER: 


WHEREAS, in the G.O.1* read above, the Government in exercise of the 
powers conferred under sub-section (3) of Section 3 of the National Security Act, 1980 
(Act No.65 of 1980), have delegated the powers to all the Collectors & District 
Magistrates and the Commissioners of Police, Vijayawada and Visakhapatnam, to 
exercise the powers conferred under sub-section (2) of Section 3 of the said Act, if 
satisfied as provided for therein, within the local limits of their respective jurisdictions, 
for a period of three months from 16.07.2022 to 15.10.2022. 
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Section 3 of the said Act. 


3: AND WHEREAS, the Government, having regard to the circumstances and 
conditions prevailing and are likely to prevail within the local limits of the Jurisdiction of 
all the Collectors and District Magistrates and the Commissioners of Police in the State, 
are satisfied that it is necessary to extend such authorisation beyond 15.10.2022 to all 
the Collectors & District Magistrates and the Commissioners of Police in the State. 


4. AND WHEREAS, now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under 
subsection (3) of Section 3 of the National Security Act, 1980 (Act No.65 of 1980), the 
Government hereby extend the period to exercise powers under sub-section (2) of 
Section 3 of the said Act by all the Collectors & District Magistrates in the State and the 
Commissioners of Police, Vijayawada and Visakhapatnam, if satisfied with respect to 
any person that with a view to preventing him from acting in any manner prejudicial to 
the security of the State or from acting in any manner prejudicial to the maintenance of 
public order or from acting in any manner prejudicial to the maintenance of supplies and 
services essential to the community, it is necessary so to do, make an order directing 
that such person be detained within the local limits of their respective jurisdictions, for a 
further period of three (3) months from 16.10.2022 to 15.01.2023.
